THE HTATE OF NEVADA VERSUs 
DR. CLARK, OF STOCKTON. 


In view of the large and constantly 
increasing number of insane persons 
supported at the expense of the State. 
the Legislature of Nevada two year- 
ago passed “An Act Concerning the In- 
sane,” of which the preamble recogniz- 
ed: “The duty of the State at some time 
in the near future to provide for the 
cars of its own insane at home.” The 
first section of the act declares tha’ 
“the State grounds at Reno are here- 
by selected as the site for an Insahe 
Asylum, and such Insane Asylum is 
hereby located on said grounds.” The 
second section of the act appropriated 
$5,000 for the improvement of the 
site of said lucation. Of the amount 
80 appropriated the Commissioners 
for the Insane have expended for s 
water right, fencing aod other im 
provements on the State grounds here. 
the sum of 83.929 46, not counting 
$765 expended for plans, specifica 
tions, etc., of an asylum building. 

Thus two years ago the need of an 
asylum was recognized,the site chosen, 
aod a preparatory appropriation made 
The matter thus settied, it only re- 
mained fur the present L-gislature tv 
make a further appropriation for th: 
building of the asylum aod the cir 
of its inmates. But the surviving 
member of the firm of Lingdon & 
Clark, of Stockton, who made a lucra 
tive contract with the State, is uowi!! 
ing to unloose his grip on our insane. 
The contract mde with the firm fou: 
years ago allowed them 61 per day pe: 
patient. How good a thing this oon 
tract is may be gathered from the fact 
that it costs the State of California 
but 42% cents per day per patient to 
maintain her insane in the State ay 
lum at Napa, and 41% cents in an- 
other State institution at Stockton 

No wonder that Dr. Clark wants t. 
renew the contract! Fiading the 
Legislature disposed to carry out th: 
aettled policy of a State asylum, b. 
has put in a dimiuished bid. He no- 
offers to keep our insane for fou 
years more at a cost of $5 50 pe 
week for each patient. This is 78 4-7 
cen‘s per day, just 43-7 cents les: 
than twice as much as it costs Califor- 
nia to keep her patients at Stocktcn 
Even at this reduced rate, the doctu: 
would have a fat contract, such a con- 
tract, from a strictly business pin 
of view, as would justify the expenditure 
ef ten or twenty thousand dollars in 
the lobby at Carson. Now let us sec 
what the State of Nevada can gain by 
providing for the care of her insane at 
home. 

In examining this subject it must 
not be forgotten that there are consid 
erations to be regarded fully as im 
portant as those of money. The un- 
happy victims of dementia have 
claims upon our tenderest charity. 
Few of our insane are so unfortunate 
as to be without relations or friend- 
in the State. Therefore, it is most 
desirable that they be kept at a plac: 
within her borders; a place the mos: 
easy of access from all parts of the 
State. The visit of a relative o 
friend must sometimes be an inesti- 
mable benefit to a p.tieat. The co; 
of a journey to Stockton and back i- 
beyond the ‘means of many persons 
who wish to see patients there, but 
they could gratify that wish if th. 
patients were kept ata State in - titu· 
tion here. No complaint is hear o 
the treatment of our insane in Dr. 
Ulark’s private establishment at 
Stockton, although, of course, it is to 
the interest of the proprietor to retain 
the patients fully as long as miy be 
desirable for their mental health. Yet 

it is must be admitted that a home in- 


easily 

tives of patients and to the Commis- 
sioners, would have the confidence of 
our people to a greater extent than 
aoy money-making establishment 
located on the other side of the Sierra 
in the malarious swamps of Stockton. 


care of the insane, are far better here 
than at Stockton. 

When the question of cost is con- 
sidered, it is obvious that the State 
can support her insane in an asylum 
at home, cheaper than Dr. Clarke offers 
to do it. The State grounds here con- 
sist of 200 acres uf good farming land, 
pronounced by practical farmers to be 
of the best quality; equal in produc- 
tive capacity to any in the valley. 
There is oot an inch of it that can- 
not be put under cultivation. An 
asylum located thereon can te made 
largely self-supporting by the employ- 
ment of its able-bodied male inmates 
in the cultivation of the soil. The 
grounds could be made to produce 
all the vegetables needed for the pa- 
tients, and would furnish grazing for 
cows enough tu keep the asylum abun- 
dantly supplied with milk, recom- 
mended by the best medical! authority 
4s the most beneticial food for the ia- 
sane, The tillage of the soil and the 
care of the stock would furnish the 
patients exercise and diverting em- 
ployment of a thatacter to improve 
their mental, as well as their bodily, 
nealth. Now, leaving out of consider- 
ation the agricultural resources of the 
selected site, parties in this State who 
figured on a preject to erect a private 
«sylum here, made the following esti- 
mate of the cost of maiotaining the 


TRIAL OF GLANCE\'SA MURDERFR 


The trial Clarence Gray, for the 
shooting of Theodore Glancey, was 
concluded in Santa Barbara on Satur- 
day evening, and the case was given 
to the jury. Gray was a candidate 
for District Attorney last November, 
and was nominated by a party conven- 
tion. The Press of Santa Birbara re- 
ferred to the nomination of Gray as a 
disgrace to the party. Glancey was 
the editor of the paper, and wrote the 
article. Huis dying deposition averred 
that Gray shot him for having written 
the article, the responsibility of which 
he did not seek to disclaim. It has 
been well established by evidence that 
Glancey was unarmed and that be told 
Gray so; that Gray pursued him 
through the street, firing shots at him, 
and that Gray had notified Stearns, 
the proprietor of the paper, fhata re 
traction of the article must take place 
before sundown or one of them would 
be in heaven. 

Gray testifiedia his own behalf that 
the shooting was entirely accidental. 
He claims that he had the pistol in 
his hand expecting an attack from 
Glancey, and was ready to defend 
himself io case a violent attack was 
made, but that as Glancey returned 
through the side door of the entrance 
to the saloon in which he had taken 


State insane per head per week: 


To this estimate add interest on 

$80,000, the amount of the appropria- 
tion asked for by the bill now before 
the Legislature. The interest is $100 
e week, which, upon a basis of 150 pa- 
diente, is 67 cents to each. Then we 
save $5 17 for each patient per week 
+3 the total cost of maintaining our in- 
sane at home, and this upon a liberal 
estimate, with a margin of fifty cents, 
sod based upon the market price of 
meats, milk and vegetables. Whether 
the cost of milk fgures as a large item 
in the accounts of Dr. Clarke's estab- 
ishment, we do not know, but pre- 
sume thatin furnishing his patients 
vith this preferred food he is certain 
aot to err on the side of too great 
‘bundance or too rich a quuiity. 
\eility of the stomach caused by 
‘xcessive iadulyence in milk, is prub- 
dhl not the most troublesome physi- 
zul ailment among them. 

A great present expense which can 
ve nearly dose away with by the es- 
tablishment of a State asylum, is the 
cost of trasportat ion of patients. The 
following item appears in the last re- 
port of the Nevada Commissioners: 

Paid on account of transportation of 


patients from this State te asylum, for 
tne years 1879 and 1830—$11,280 55. 


Tais enormous outlay for tran<por- 
tation, averaging $116 28 per head for 
the 97 patients sent to Stockton from 
his State in the last two years, 
orought np the average cost to Nevada, 
n each patient per day, from $1 to 
bl 144¢. This 1446 cents per day, 
most exactly $1 per week, is an ad- 
ditional expense which must ve con- 
sidered in looking at Dr. Clarke's bid 
to keep our in · ane at $5 50 per head per 
week. It makes his bid really equiva- 
leat to $6 50. We have shown that 
the cost of maintaining the insane here 
st home should not exceed $5 17, 
naking oo allowance for transporta- 
tioa. The cest of transportaticn would 
make a comparatively small item in 
the case of an asylum here. Most of 
the pitients Come trom the western 
portion of the State. Thus, of the 97 
patieots sent to Stoch ton in the last 
two years, 63 were from the counties 
of Washoe, Ormsby, Douglas, Storey 
and Humboldt. 

Ia the face of facts and figures like 
these, should the A-sembly fail to pass 
the Asylum bill which comes up to- 
morrow for a final vote, there will be 
but one reason assigned. It is notori 
ous that there is a “sack” bow open at 
Carson in the interest of Dr. Clark, 
uf Stockton. Assemblymen who vote 
against a bill mauifestly to the finan. 
cial interest of the State and dear to 
State pride, will be exposed to the 
suspicion that their hands have been 
in the Stockton sack. The question is 


not one of local competition; of com- 
petition between counties to see which 
shall have the asylum. That is a 
small matter. The question is now 
nariowed duwn to a cont st betwees 
the best interests and dignity of the 
State of Nevada,

Major Mann joined the Reform 
Club Saturday evening, and ia reply 
to President Cossitt’s question: “Can't 
you tell us, Mijor, how you happened 
to join?” said: Two of the most agree- 
able and hands »me ladies in the town 
of Reno persuaded me to join. 

Tais is the fret time in my life that 

[ have ever set my hand and seal to a 
temperance pledge. I iutend that it 
shall be the last time that I shall ever 
have occasion to, However great may 
be my sins in other respects, whatever 
may have been my transgressions 
against the laws of temperance, J 
bring to you no broken promises, no 
violated vows, no prostitated oaths. 
True it is that if all the intoxicating 
liquor that I have drank could be 
gathered together in one vast reser- 
voir, this audience might swin in it; 
that it would float a seventy-four gun 
ship of the liae, or stock a gin palace 
for half a decade, but I am goiug to 
seek redemption for the past by woo- 
ing ths angels ot temperance and of 
virtue in the futare. Of the great evils 
of intemperance, there is no one that 
can appreciate them more keenly than 
myself. It is the grand promoter of 
all villainies, It is my observation 
and experience that nine-tenths of all 
the crimes that have disgraced man- 
kiad, can be traced directly or iodi- 
rectly to the inordioate use of alco- 
holic beverages. I have often, in my 
moods of meditation, wondered how 
it was, for God's good purposes, that 
he ever allowed the introduction of 
wines and liquor among men; how it 
is that a kind and beneficent govern- 
neut can permit its unrestrained traffic 
and be a particeps crimin# by sharing 
in the profits of the transaction.

joyment is but ephemeral, lasting but 
a few hours at the most, while the re- 
action is like a thousand years. If it 
be said in answer to the third question, 
that parents should accusto.n their off 
spring to the ways of life and the 
world, my answer isin the language 
of the great English poet: 


“Vice is 2 mvaster of suca frightfal mien 
That to be hated, needs but to be seen; 

Bat seca too out, familiar wito ite face 

We dret eadure, tacn pi y. then embrace." 


Whatever may be the answer to all 
these complicated questions of tem- 
perance and iatemperance, I am de- 
termioed that henceforth aod forever, 
my thirst shall be quenched only by 
sparkling water; a beverage manufact- 


ured by God himself, in a factory the 


dome ot which is tbe archiog skies; 
its chanderliers by night, the stars of 
heaven; its store house, the mighty 
ocean, the rivers, the lakes, aud the 
seas; its agents fur rectitication and 
purification, the storms,the lightuings, 
he whirlwiads and the tempests.
